l he C§rrt£l§r begs leave to mention \vhat the Convocation 
laid to his Majifly in their Addrefs, dated November 16^ 
^'754; " We fee and lament the depravity of our times, 
^* evidenced beyond all former examples, not only by flagl- 
* tious anions, but by the publication of writings that ftrike 
at the very viuls of all relieion, and fhakc the foundations

We are to 
look earneftly to God for his dire£Uon, aififtance and blcfling, 
and to be vigorous and diligent in the means that tend to a 
ftjformation. l^bofc in the higheft ftacions in church and 
ftate Ihould thuik vnofi fcrioufly about the falvation of their 
own (buls, and then they will be concerned for the fouls of 
others. A National Faji for humiliation and prayer b very 
ivopcr, if wc ajc enabled by grace to keep it as wc ought to

do. Profane fwearers, fabbath-breakers, lewd men and 
women, and other notorious finners, are to be reftrained. 

Magiftrates arc to hQ exemplary, and arc not to be guilty of 
/wearing and fabbatb-breaiing, as is fomctimes the lamenta- 
ble cafe ; and they ought to perform their duty according to 
tlicir folemn oath. Were religion a ftcp to preferment, and 
irreligion a bar to it, the Nobles and others would be- 
have in a regular and religious manner. David the king 
of I/rael declares, that he will not know a wicked per/on^ and 
that he that walieth with a perfe^ heart J/jall ferve him. Hi 
that worketb deceit Jhall not dwell xvithin bis boufe : he that 
telletb lies Jhall not tarry in his fight. "Hie preachers of the 
(Jofpcl ought to fearch the fcriptures and their own hearts^ 
|^(e two neccflliry books, and to be much concerned about 
their own falvation and the fouls of their people. 

If we become a religious People, then the horrid crimes of 
Murder anc) Robbeiy will foon ceafe ; for it is but lopping 
the branches to cut off a few guilty perfons, while there is % 
•general want of a fcnfe of religion among the People. Exam^ 
fie is known to be more powerful than pUniJhment itfelf 

Thofe are truly noble who are truly good ; therefore thofe 
pf the higheft dignity and ftations ought to he exemplary^ and 
to follow the good example of the late excellent Prince of 
Orange^ who attended public worftiip twice on the Lord's- 
day, and took care that his family fliould do the fame, makin? 
thcni fit in the pew round him. When he was congratulated 
in Holland by nn eminent Z^Wan Minijler upon the honour of 
being apiK)intcd Stathelder^ he anfwered. He did not regard 
the honour of being appointed Statholder^ but hoped that it was 
for the, glory of God and the good of the Protefiant Religion^ 

In ajKient Rome there were Cenfors or Correctors of the 
People. The Cenfor or Corrector was reckoned a primi 
Magijirate. A great part of their bufinefs was to infpeft and 
correal the manners of the People. The office was firft ap- 
pointed in the year of Rome 311, and continued for fcveral 
hundreds of years. The Confuls were too much taken up 
about other matters to be at Icifure to look near enough into 
the behaviour of the People. A perfon of a good character 
was cleflcd into the office of Cenfor. The term of tlie office 
was at firft ^ftabliflied iov five years. The Reformation of the 
People was the chief part of the office of the Cenfor s, but Cicero 
mentions their numbering the People and other particulars. 

The Corrector of the People ought to be a man of great inte- 
grity, and to make it his chief aim to promote the happinels 
of ine People in a civil and religious refpeit. It is neceflary 
t\m he be* a man of great mceknefs and a lover of peace, and

Jofeph the fon of Jneob was called a Dreamery hated by 
bii brethren, let down Into the pit, fold to the Midianlten 
and by them (bid to Potipbar an officer of Pbaraoby and was 
afterwards falhyaccuicd by Potipbar*% wife and caftinto prifon.' 
And Alexahder the fon of William was falfly accufed of inf^* 
nity by fomc unthinking pcrfons, who little expe£ted that he 
who behaved with the mildnefs and meeknefs of a 'Mofa^ 
foul4 upon proper occafions aA with the undaunted courage 
and refoliuion of an AUxander. Their notion was void of all 
foundation, for many inftances might be produced in hiftory 
of pcrfons of the mcekeft tempers having aftcd with, a va^ 
liant and heroic fpirit when urged thereto : Tbe Lamb bas 
hen often turned into ibe Lion. But what hath greatly afto-» 
VA^ti Alexander is the pride and obftinacy oflhoje unthinking 
Cfinunat men, who, inftead of cpnfcfling their firft error as 
true ciffiilians ought to have done, have a<5led like wicked 
children who endeavour to conceal one lie by many more. 

Alexander is of opinion that Divine Providence purpofcs 
to make him Corrector of the People, it having been fet home 
fo often upon his mind ui prayer and at his beft and mo(l fe-* 
rious fcafons. It is acknowledged that this is a time when 
prophcfics or prefages of what is to come to pafs are very 
rare and uncommon s but no perfon can juftly fay that they are 
impo/iible, for Ooo may ufe them upon fome important occa- 
iion» for wife ends apd purpofcs.

If there be a willing mind and if wctruft in God for 
help, we .fhall be able to furmount all difRculties.

But though clouds and 
darknefi are roundabout him^ yet right eoufnefs and judgment are 
fhe habitation of his throne. How little could be fcen of what 
God was doing when Jofeph was in the. pit ac Dothauy znd 
lefs in the dungeon in Egypt when he was laid in chains for 
his chaftity ? God^s Providences are ever righteouS| but 
fometimet very myjterious. 

It is faid that the Correifor'% life hath been full of wonders,

They contain a wonderful account of the Correc- 
t$r*$ fuffcrings, * and of the extraordinary appearances of jD/- 
vini Providence in fupporting him und^r them, and delivering 
him out of them. The CorreSlor is a perfon of a liberal educa- 
tion and of an unblcmifhed character. God in his Providence 
hath honoured him to blefs the world with an excellent Con^ 
ar dance of the Bible, which is in great e(leem,- and is of the
